Mayor Dickmann today signed the 
anti-smoke bill passed last Friday 
by the Board of Aldermen. It went 
into effect immediately with the 
exception of Section 18, providing 
for washing of low-grade soft coal 
under two inches in diameter —

The ordinance provides for the

eral Motors strike ended today 
with the signing of an agreement 
by the company and representa- 
tives of the United Automobile 
Workers of America by which the 
company agrees to recognize the 
union for à period of six months 
‘as the sole bargaining agency in 
the 20 plants closed by the strike, 
and with the granting of wage in- 
creases of 5 cents an hour in all 
the company’s plants. 

Terms of the settlement were 
agreed on early ioday after a 
week of conferences partici- 
pated in by represertatives of 
both sides with Gov. Frank Mur- 
phy and James F Dewey, Federal 
labor conciliator. 

Terms of Agreement. 
Terms of the agreement pro- 
vide that: 

i—The corporation recog- 
nizes the union as the collec- 
tive bargaining agercy for 
those employes belonging to the 
union, and agrees not to nego- 
tiate with any employ. repre- 
sentation group in the 20 
strike-closed plants other than 
the U. A. W. A. for six months, 
without sanction of the Gover- 
nor. 

2—The corporation and the 
union atree to commence col- 
lective bargaining negotiations 
on Feb. 16 with regard to the 
“$gsues set forth in the union’s 
letter of Jan. 4 to the corpora- 

tion. 

3—The union agrees to end 

the pr sent strike and evacu- 
ate all plants now occupied by 
strikers.

Fascist Army Which Oc- 
cupied Malaga Continues 
Advance to the East — 
Meets No Resistance. 


ALMERIA IS NEXT 
GOAL IN DRIVE 


At That Seaport, Unidenti- 
fied Steamer Has Been 


Sunk in Bombing Raid by 
Insurgents.

ALGECIRAS, Spain, Feb. iL. — 
Fascist insurgents announced to- 
day the capture, without resistance, 
of Motril, a large Mediterranean 
coastal city about 60 miles east of 


The southern troops of General- 
issimo Francisco Franco swept 
through Motril, the announcement 
said, and advanced four miles past 
the town on the seaboard highway 
to Almeria, 70 miles from Motril. 
Fascist field commanders predict- 
ed the main column of insurgent 
troops would reach Almeria Sat- 
urday. 

A report from Fascist headquar- 
ters at Salamanca said insurgent 
bombing planes sank an unidenti- 
fied 2500-ton steamer during an 
air raid on the Almeria harbor. 

The harbor at Malaga has been 
taken over as a base for naval op- 
erations against Valencia and Bar- 
celona. Throughout the night and 
early morning roads from Malaga 
to Motril were choked with troops. 


At Madrid, Loyalists Drive Back 
Rebels in West Park. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Feb. 11.—(By Wireless) 
—Government troops drove rebels 
from “last line” positions in 
Madrid’s West Park, the Defense 
Council announced today. The en- 
tire sector south of University City 
is now dominated by the Govern- 
ment, the announcement said. 

A small building in front of the 
clinical hospital, center of fighting 
for weeks, also was taken in the 
fighting. 

A rebel airplane dropped eight 
bombs on Almeria, Government re- 
ports said. Two of the bombs were 
reported to have damaged the 
freighter Monte Toro in Almeria 
Harbor. 

Loyalists said their planes had 
shot down four rebel pursuit planes 
which accompanied the bomber, in 
addition to one Fascist tri-motored 
ship in the Malaga sector. 

Details of Madrid Battie. 

The battle in Madrid began at 
dawn with an attack by the Gov- 
ernment defenders. 

Insurgent forces, which earlier 
had begun one of the fiercest at- 
tacks of recent weeks against the 
village of Fuencarral on the capi- 
tal’s northern border, centered their 
fire on Government lines in nearby 

_ University City and West Park. 

There were air raids on the out- 
skirts, but the center of the city 
was not bombed. 

A strong Fascist column, attack- 
ing southward toward Fuencarral 
from El Plantio along the Coruna 
road while insurgent airplanes 
bombed the community, was said 
to have been heavily bombarded 
by Government artillery. 

The besieged capital’s defenders 
said troops were resisting the as- 
sault successfully between El Plan- 
tio and a heavily wooded sector 
near El Pardo, to the west. 

Hospital Bombed, Many Dead. 

Many patients, including a wom- 
an and six children, were officially 
reported killed yesterday in a Red 

Cross hospital at Alcala de Henares, 
20 miles northeast of Madrid, when 
Fascist bombers renewed raids. Ex- 
plosives also were dropped on Ma- 
drid’s north station, on the west- 
ern edge of the city, only about 
a half mile from Fuencarral. 

The raiders dropped their full 
loads of bombs on Alcala de 
Henares. Several houses were re- 
ported badly destroyed or badly 
damaged. 

Thousands of leaflets, urging sur- 
render of the capital, were dropped 
by the Fascist flyers in a night 
flight over Madrid. No bombs 
were dropped on the capital. 
Searchlights swept the skies as the 
airplanes droned over Madrid. 


INFLOW OF FOREIGN CAPITAL 
“SOURCE OF WORRY TO US” 


Morgenthau, Eccles and Landis to 
Meet Monday for Study 
of Situation.

Statement by Sloan. 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president of 
General Motors; in a statement 
this afternoon, said he was “grati- 
fied that by the unremitting ef- 
forts of Gov. Murphy an agree- 
ment has been made under which 
the General Motors plants now il- 
legally held by strikers will be 
evacuated forthwith. The stvike 
terminated and production resumed 
at once.” 

His statement reviewed the 
points of agreement, and said they 
were “in complete support with 
the principles upon which General 
Motors has stood since the begin- 
ning of the unfortunate contro- 
versy, which like all industrial dis- 
putes which interfere with produc- 
tion has resulted in a staggering 
loss to everyone concerned.” 7 

Sloan said that “We will contin- 
ue our policy that any benefits ex- 
tended in a settlement with any 
one group will be accorded to all 
other employes in similar circum- 
stances in the plantagto which that 
settlement applies.“ 

Knudsen said this afternoon that 
full speed production on a basis of 
226,000 units a month should be 
reached by the corporation with- 
in 12 days after the occupied plants 
have been vacated by strikers. 

“Of course,” he said, “we ex- 
pect to start all the plants we can 
right away—some Monday; some 
Tuesday—in order to get men back 
to work.” 

He said that the corporation had 
produced about 223,000 cars and 
trucks in December. During Jan- 
uary output dwindled from day to 
day, the total for the month being 
about 85,000 units, or 40 per cent 
of the originally scheduled volume. 

Knudsen said negotiations to be- 
gin with the union Feb. 16, will be 
held in the General Motors build- 
ing here, with C. E. Wilson, a vice- 
president, and H. W. Anderson, 
head of the corporation’s indust- 
rial relations department, joining 
him as representatives of General 
Motors, 

Recognition Major Demand. 
The major objective of the union’s 
eight demands of General Motors 
was for recognition as the sole bar- 
gaining agency of all of the cor- 
poration’s employes. 

Another point was a request for 
a “national conference” between 
company officials and U. A. W. A. 
leaders to discuss and bargain col- 
lectively between General Motors 
and its employes.” 

The other demands were: 
Abolition of all “piece-work. sys- 
tems of pay.”

Signing Delayed. 

The ceremony of signing the pact 
required only 10 minutes. It was 
delayed for 45 minutes, however, by 
a criminal trial in progress in the 
courtroom where the negotiations 
had been held. 

Labor and corporation representa- 
tives arrived at 11 a. m., the hour 
originally set. They conferred at 
some length with Gov. Murphy and 
Dewey. 

Four hundred persons packed the 
room when they finally entered.

Murphy, Dewey, Knudsen, Donald-

In March, 1936, Sloan announced 
that the average hourly wage rate 
of the corporation current at the 
time was the highest in General 
Motors history, exceeding that for 
the peak year of 1929 by about 25 
per cent.

Resumption of full operations 
would return approximately 100, 
000 General Motors employes to 
work, in addition to raising 35,000 
others from a part-time to full- 
time basis. 

Forty plants of the corporation’s 
various divisions have been closed 
or operated on a restricted. basis, 
halting the production of General 
Motors passenger cars.

Aviator Banked Plane 


Too Sharply or Misjudged

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.-—At 
least four of the 11 victims were 
alive after the Los 


rive, an autopsy showed today. 

Search for the seven missing 
bodies was conducted while four 
investigations were begun to deter- 
mine what caused the airliner to 
fall into the bay near Mills Field. 

Dr. J. N. Dallal and Coroner Wib 
liam Crosby agreed the four vic- 
tims had been drowned and missing 
clothing of one passenger indicated 
he had fought his way free from 
the wreckage and attempted to 
swim ashore. He was Mark Fon- 
tana, wealthy San Francisco food 
manufacturer. 

“Fontana definitely was drowned,” 
said Dr. Dallal after an autopsy. 
“He had only superficial facial lac- 
erations and these probably were 
made by a grappling hook.” 

Fontana’s body, found near the 
wreckage, was without coat and 
trousers, and a shoe was untied. 
Crosby said he was told Fontana 
was a good swimmer but thought 
he apparently became exhausted 
before he could make the shore. 

Crosby and Dr. Dallal likewise 
agreed that Pilot A. R. Thompson, 
Co-pilot de Cesaro and Stewardess 
Ruth Kimmel also were drowned. 
Thompson’s head was lacerated, but 
not injured severely enough to have 
caused death. Crosby said de Ce- 
garo suffered a ruptured liver, but 
his lungs were filled with water. 

May Have Banked Too: Sharply. 

Experienced pilots said Thomp- 
son, who overshot the field, may 
have banked too sharply when he 
circled out over the bay to come 
in again, thus causing the right 
wing to buckle and catapult the 
plane into the water. 

Other aviators considered more 
probable the theory that Thomp- 
son misjudged his altitude in the 
darkness and the right wing struck 
the water, somersaulting the plane 
into its plunge. 

There was no comment on the- 
ories from the four investigating 
groups, United Airlines, operators 
of the ship; the Douglas Aircraft 
Co., its builders; the Department of 
Commerce and the San Mateo 
County Coroner’s office. 

At Washington, Eugene 
director of the Air Commerce 
Bureau, said preliminary investiga- 
tion indicated either mechanical or 
pilot failure as the probable cause.

The same individuals who ap- 
peared at the Senate hearing went 
before the House committee later 
in the evening to repeat their in- 
dorsement of the 2 per cent tax and 
their suggestions on exemptions. 

Exemption for Farmer Urged. 

Two representatives of farmers’ 
organizations urged tuat farmers 
not be required to pay the tax on 
purchases of feed for livestock be- 
ing fattened for ma-ket. They ar- 
gued that such sales arc not of a 
retail nature and that the consum- 
er of meat would be taxed unfairly, 
since the tax on his purchase would 
include a percentage of the feed 
sales tax paid by the farmer and 
passed on to the consumer in a 
higher price. 

R. J. Rozier of Columbia, secre- 
tary of the Missouri Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation, and R. W. Brown of Car- 
rollton, president of the Missouri 
Farm Bureau Federation, were the 
farm spokesmen. 

Other exemptions sought at the 
hearings were on radio advertising, 
electric power and transportation 
of coal. Sale of radio advertising 
could not be taxed, it was argued, 
because radio has. een defined as 


-interstate in character.

Many 
of his other suggestions are clearly 
desirable; that for additional ap- 
pointments in place of older Judges 
is obviously an attempt to make ap- 
plicable to the Federal judiciary re- 
tirement provisions well reeog- 
nized in civil and professional life 
generally, and found in many State 
constitutions, including those. of 
New York and Connecticut. The 
age limit might, however, be as 
high as 75. 

“These proposals do raise polit- 
ical issues, but that can hardly be 
avoided in a democracy. Whether 
they are adequate and proper for 


a long-range program or whether). 


Constitutional provisions like those 
of the States or other constitution- 
al reforms might not be preferable 
may well be debated.” . 

This statement was supplement- 
ed today as follows: 

“It must be remembered that the 
President’s proposal does not settle 
the question of division of consti- 
tutional power. Conceivably if it 
becomes effective it may result in 
a supreme bench which will sus- 
tain more of the existing Federal 
laws than now seems @dicated. _ 

“As a long-range plan, however, 
it will operate only as a retirement 
system, and the question of con- 
stitutional amendments to rede- 
fine national powers is still open.

President Roosevelt's proposal to 
enlarge the membership of ie 
United States Supreme Court as 
“circuitous” and “lacking in can- 
dor.” | : 

He declared that the voluntary 
retirement bill, which passed the 
House yesterday afternoon by a vote 
of 315 to 75, should ease the tension 
created by the President’s recom- 
mendation, and added that the next 
move should be that of the Judges 
over 70 years of age. 

“This. optional retirement bill 
might colve the problem,” Celler 
said. “If the Judges do not avail 
themselves of this retirement privi- 
lege, the issue will be cast back to 
us. Of course, their dignity may 
be deemed considerably ruffled. 
Self-respect may also prompt them 
to refuse to retire. Perhaps six 
months’ lapse of time might bring 
calmer judgment, and resignation.” 

Discusses Judges’ Action. 

Celler drew a sharp distinction 
between the House voluntary re- 
tirement bill and the President's 
proposals to force the retirement of 
the six 70-year-old Justices by man- 
datory legislation for increasing the 
court to a maximum of 15 mem- 
bers. 

“Frankly,” he told his radio au- 
ditence, “I would call. a Supreme 
Court Judge who would retire or 
resign under such circumstances a 
spineless jellyfish. I am quite con- 
vinced that none of them will quail 
before anyone who wields such a 
whip.” 

Asserting that he had followed 
the President through thick and 
thin in the past, Celler said he 
could not follow his leadership now. 

“Let us call a spade a spade,” he 
said. “The President and most of 
the members of the House and Sen- 
ate, including myself, have rightly 
taken umbrage at Judges Van De- 
vanter, McReynolds, Sutherland 
and Roberts. The first three are 
over 70. Their crime, if crime it is, 
is their. persistent declaration that 
New Deal statutes are unconstitu- 
tional. Their actions have been de- 
plorable. That is unfortunate. 
There is no constitutional means to 
prevent their continued obstruction- 
ist decisions. _ 

“However, the President has 
shown a lack of candor in his re- 
cent pronouncement. Under the 
guise of attacking these men, he 
has proposed the augmenting of the 
court to 15 members, thus hoping 
to control the views of the men that 
he will appoint so as to dissipate 
and nullify the opinions of these 
four willful Judges.

At the present time, this aspect of the President's 
sues created by the New Deal, profoundly important 
as they are, do not touch most of the basic guarantees 
of the Bill of Rights. They are concerned with the rav- 
ages of the depression, with giving men jobs at reagon- 
able pay, with staving.off hunger, with providing so- 
cial security for the working millions and, in general, 
with making the United States a better and finer 
country to live in. It is of course, futile to expect 
a man who has been out of work for a year and 
whose family is starving to let anything—including 
his political freedom—stand in the way of obtaining 
employment. Compared with the need for food and 
clothing and shelter, the civil rights of man may 
seem thoroughly academic and unimportant. 

We can well understand the impatience of men 
desperate for the means of livelihood with a merely 
bookish point of view toward the rights of man. Mr. 
Roosevelt, however, has adopted means to clear up 
tha debris of the depression by methods which trans- 
gress the organic law of the land, and that have 
brought him afoul of the Supreme Court. It should 
be crystal-clear that the sincere opposition to Mr. 
Roosevelt is on questions of method, not of objective. 
But it has not always been the case that the prob- 
lems confronting government have been of the emer- 
gency character arising from a long and deep de- 
pression. It will not be so in this country for very 
much longer, let us hope. In the early days of our 
Republic, for instance, political liberty and human 
freedom were the foremost problems. Going further 
back, they were the foremost problems in England in 
the days of the bloody Jeffreys and other political 
Judges who polluted the ermine of their office. They 
may be America’s foremost problems in the unchart- 


ed days to come. 
- * * 


What are the rights of man, for whose protection 
the citizens have often had to appeal to the courts 
because they were the only place of refuge left, be- 
cause those rights were trampled by King and Presi- 
dent and by Parliament and Congress? 

Let us state them in the simplest possible terms, 
for, although they are of the very heart of our Amer- 
ican tradition, common acceptance sometimes dulls 
their import. We have these rights. We exercise 
them every day. It is difficult for some of us to 
conceive what life would be like without them. 


The right of free speech and free press. That 
means the right of the Post-Dispatch to publish this 
editorial and the right of its readers to discuss it 
without fear of being overheard by a spy or a snoop- 
er and being thrown into jail. This right is gone 
in many countries. In numerous parts of Europe, 
citizens go into their homes, draw the blinds and 
speak in whispers. They live in an atmosphere of 
perpetual fear. : 

The right to worship, which includes the right not 
to worship. We are free to go into any church we 
please in this country or to found a church if we 
please. To many of us, this is the most sacred right 
of all. 

The right to assemble. This means the right to 
hold meetings in public places to talk over affairs of 
government or anything else, without having the Cos- 
sacks ride us down. ' 

The right to petition the Government for a redress 
of grievances. American citizens had to fight to win 
this right. It was established for them by the mag- 
nificent campaign of John Quincy Adams when he 
sat in the House of Representatives. Any citizen 
who feels he has been wronged can present his case 
to public officials, from the President down. 


The right of being secure in one’s Rome. A man’s 
home is his castle. His person, his papers, his effects 
are secure from unreasonable search and seizure. No 
warrant to go into a man’s home may be issued but 
upon probable cause. Many men have died, many 
men have gone to prison, in defense of this right. 
It is forged in the blood and tears of a thousand 
years’ experience. 

The right of single jeopardy. No man, once ac- 
quitted of an offense, can be tried again. No man 
may be compelled to testify against himself. 

The right of private property. Government cannot 
take private property for public use without just com- 
pensation. 

The right of speedy trial. No man accused of 
crime may be forced to languish in jail, as millions 
of men have done in the dark past, once he asks 
for trial. The trial must be public: The accused 
must be confronted with his accusers. He has the 
right to summon witnesses in his own defense. He 
has the right to be represented by counsel. He has 
the right to demand trial by a jury of his peers. If 
a man is convicted, excessive bail may not be re- 
quired, nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and 
unusual punishments inflicted. 

All of these rights have been wrung frem the te- 
nacious hands of tyranny. 

„ * „ 

Now, all these precious and vital guarantees depend 
for their effectiveness upon an independent and a 
fearless judiciary. This has been demonstrated so 
mahy times that it is not necessary to labor the 
point. It is only necessary to show, as has been 
abundantly demonstrated in Durope in this age of 
dictatorships, that dictators cannot function without 
a subservient judiciary and without robbing the peo- 
ple of their elementary rights.

extraordinary statement was that his conscience had 
stricken him or that something else had moved him 
to back out of the deal. ) 

The amazing attempt to prevent a grand jury in- 
vestigation into the river-front bond issue election 
fraud should be enough to lead the Missouri Legis- 
lature to change the present statute which calls for 
the destruction of ballots a year after the election in 
which they were cast. A year is too short a period 
for the retention of ballots. Other evidence of an 
election fraud might come to light a year and a half 
or two years after an election. With the ballots de- 
stroyed in accordance with the present law, confirma- 
tion through the conclusive evidence of the ballots 
themselves would then be unobtainable. 

The statute of limitations in Missouri is based on 
a period of three years—that is, prosecution for an 
offense cannot be started more than three years after 
its occurrence. Manifestly, the ballots, which may be 
important evidence, should be available for this three- 
year period. : 

Again, there is the possibility that while an elec- 
tion fraud may be scheduled for investigation by the 
grand jury, the pressure of other business may make 
it difficult, if not impossible, for the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office to get to it within a year after the elec- 
tion. The present investigation is a case in point. 

There can be no worthy motive for not extending 
the period for preserving ballots to three years. Of 
the other hand, the obvious reason for retaining the 
present limit would be to destroy evidence which 
might prove essential in the prosecution of viola- 
tors of the election laws. 

This is shown by the fact that the preposterous 
and wholly specious effort to keep the grand jury 
from opening the ballot boxes in the river-front elec- 
tion admittedly is not based “entirely” on a desire to 
protect “secrecy of the ballot.” 

The obvious reason for laws is to protect society 
from crime and other offenses. Yet here is a law 
clearly designed to cover up crimie at society's ex- 
pense. It cannot be changed too quickly. 
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EXAMPLE FOR THE NEW ELECTION BOARD. 

In selecting the new St. Louis Election Board, Gov. 
Stark could have no finer objective than his reported 
intention to appoint a group which “would measure 
up to the board headed by Charles P. Williams.” The 
new board, furthermore, could have no finer example 
before it than the record made by Chairman Williams 
and Messrs. Dyer, Singleton and Freund. 

The prospective appointees—William H. Woodward, 
Claxton E. Allen, ex-Gov. Henry S. Caulfield and 
a second Republican—thanks to their immediate 
predecessors, will find Election Board affairs in good 
order, but the need for relentless vigilance remain- 
ing undiminished. The high standing in public opin- 
ion of the present board is due solely to its vigor- 
ous and thorough steps to prevent election frauds, 
and to clean up the sordid mess left by the Waechter 
board, removed last September by Gov. Park “for bet- 
terment of the public service.” , 

The citizens of St. Louis expect the present Elec- 
tion Board's high standards to be maintained. On 
the degree with which the new group follows this 
shining example depends its success or failure. 
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CONFUSING THE VASHON ISSUE. — 

Spokesmen for the virtually solid opposition among 
the Negro community to building the new grade 
school on the Vashon grounds at last have been per- 
mitted to state their case to the Board of Bduca- 
tion. Much of the present controversy’s bitterness 
would have been avoided had the hearing been grant- 
ed last November, when the board decided on the site. 
At that time, it refused to listen to the objectors. It 
is difficult to conceive how the board members, now 
that they have heard the impressive case against the 
location, can still feel that they have made a wise 
decision. 

A new factor, which has no proper bearing on the 
subject, has now been injected into the controversy. 
This is the plan for a new Negro college, primarily 
for training teachers, to be built at a cost of $500,000. 
Desirable as this project may be, its completion will 
do nothing to alter the fact that the site chosen for 
the new grade school is a highly undesirable one, 
from many aspects, as presented in the testimony. 

It it is true that the board cannot afford to acquire 
a suitable site for the elementary school if it builds 
the college, then the consensus of the Negro com- 
munity certainly will be to let the college wait until 
more money is on hand, and not to sacrifice the wel- 
fare of children to the higher education project.

With the horror of the flood still vividly 
upon the nation, the substance of the Jad- 
win report was enacted into law, and ap- 


. proximately. $350,000,000 authorized to carry 


out its provisions, an amount subsequently 
increased to more than 3600, 000,000. 
Oracularly, the Jadwin report began: 


“Man must not try to restrict the Mississippi 


River too much in extreme floods, The river 
will break any plan which does this,” and 
for the most part was concerned with the 
existing river-bank levees. It contained, 
however, a number of important new pro- 
posals, one of which was the Boeuf Basin 
floodway, This was a plan for an alternative 
channel for Mississippi waters in time of 


The Boeuf River runs roughly parallel to 
the Mississippi from a point just south of 
the Arkansas River to the Tensas Basin at 
the mouth of the Red River, and is shut 
away from the Mississippi by a low ridge. 
Under the Jadwin plan, so-called land levees 
(levees built on normally dry land in antici- 


pation of flood) were to be erected on either 


: 


sissippi Valley, and fears of devastation and 
epidemic would be groundless. 

In the 10 years since the Jadwin report, 
the New Madrid setback has been built. The 
business men of Cairo, the city it was de- 
signed to protect, saw to it that it was. The 
Bonnet Carre floodway is finished, and the 
floodway of the Atchafalaya, under pressure 
from the business men of New Orleans. 

But with the middle link of the system, 
the Boeuf floodway, the pressures were 
quite different. Instead of urban property 
to be protected, there were speculative land 
values to be reaped, and the speculators fell 
to quarreling among themselves. Not only 
has not a day’s work been done on the 
Boeuf floodway, but the project itself has 
been abandoned. It is this failure that im- 
perils the whole Mississippi control system. 


In the act of 1927, it was arranged that 
owners of property within the land levees 
of the floodways were to be compensated by 
lump-sum payments. To the cracker-box pol- 
iticians of Arkansas and Louisiana, this 
seemed a crevasse by which they hoped to 
worm their way into the Treasury. Even 
before the 1927 act was signed, they were 
riding through the Boeuf Valley, taking op- 
tions on land. Much of this land was tangled 
swamp, and it is estimated that at least 40 
per cent was entirely worthless, except to 
pry money out of Washington. 

The army engineers found easements to 
the Boeuf floodway were to be had only at 
bandits’ prices. It was not long before a 
still graver difficulty appeared. The Boeuf 
River lobby in Washington was matched by 
another and increasingly potent group from 
the valley of the Eudora River, which paral- 
lels both the Boeuf and the Mississippi and 
provides an alternative site,

SHOP MOUZON DES: 
SOUTHERN METHODIST

Succumbs at 68 to Heart At- 
tackx— Chairman of Church 
Unification Committee. 


By the Associated Press. : 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Feb. 11. 
Bishop Edwin DuBose Mouson, 
senior bishop of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South, died unexpect- 
edly of a heart ailment at his home 
late yesterday. He was 68 years old. 

Bishop Mouzon returned to his 
home here Staurday from a trip 
in Florida, Alabama and Mississip- 
pe as one of the church officers 
conducting the “bishops’ crusade” 
in that area. He preached here 
Sunday—his last sermon. c 

This afternoon he was sitting in 
his living room with Mrs. Mouzon, 
Dr. C. C. Weaver, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church here and 
Mrs. Weaver, discussing his trip. 
Suddenly he stopped talking and 
leaned back in his chair. Dr. Weav- 
er went to him, spoke to him, and 
attempted to arouse him. The 
bishop died a moment later, never 
regaining consciousness. _ 

A Charlotte minister said later 
that Bishop Mouzon had told him 
in Oklahoma in 1922 that his phy- 
sician had informed him he had a 


slight heart ailment and warned 
him not to overtax his strength. 


Advocate of Methodist Union. 


Bishop Mouzon was one of the 
early advocates of unification of 
the branches of Methodism and,as 
chairman of the Southern Church's 
Commission on unification he had 
worked toward that end. 

Bishop Mouzon was a vigorous 
opponent of the repeal of the pro- 
hibition amendment. On that ground 
he opposed the presidential candi- 
dacy of Alfred E. Smith in 1928. 

As a young minister he entered 
the Texas conferences in 1889, and 
in the succeeding years he held 
pastorates at Bryan, Austin, Cald- 
well, Galveston, Flatonio, 
and Fort Worth. He also served 
a pastorate in Kansas City, Mo. 


Elected Bishop in 1910.

Dr. Llewellyn Sale, president of 
the Community Council, in an- 
nouncing the change today, said 
directors of that organization and 
directors of United Charities had 
concluded that each needed.a full 
time director. 

“Functions of the two organiza- 
tions, while closely related, are 
quite different in character and 
purpose,” Dr, Sale said.

These scientists soon put their 
fingers on the difficulty. They

Further interest in potato chips 
led the Bureau of Home Economics 
to look into the kinds of fats used 
for frying them. They made chips 
in nine different fats. Three were 
kettle-rendered lards from animals 
fed on peanuts; corn and brewers’ 
rice; one was a standard prime 
steam lard, another a hydrogenated 
(hardened) lard, a sixth hydrog- 
enated cottonseed oil, and the other 
three were highly refined oils from 
corn, cottonseed and peanuts. 

Results showed that fat absorp- 
tion in the potato chips was about 
the same for all the fats used. 
After 10 fryings, the fats were con- 
sidered undesirable for further use. 
All the chips were fried by the same 
standard method.

The commonest recommendation 
for the prevention of colds that 
reaches this column is the use of 
fruit and fruit juices, especially 
lemons and oranges and grapefruit. 
Undoubtedly these natural fruits 
are useful through the winter and 
help to keep the body neutral. An- 
other favorite remedy is the use 
of sodium bicarbonite to alkalinize 
the body. As I say, these are harm- 
less and can be tried by anyone 
who wishes, but prevention of colds 
is certainly not guaranteed from 
their use.

Not Much Made. 

E have not made much prog- 

ress in the treatment of colds 

since the days of our grand- 
mothers, and I believe the old-fash- 
ioned heating and sweating system 
is, as good as anything for treat- 
ment. 

The ordinary cold which does not 
fasten itself on the basis of a 
chronic infection of the nose, throat 
or lungs, runs an acute course of 
about three days, with a recovery 
period of about two weeks in which 
the sufferer is more uncomfortable 
to his neighbors than to himself. 
The first day ushers in the cold with 
a raw uncomfortable feeling in the 
throat, tightness in the nose, a de- 


cided sense of chilliness on the sur- 


face of the body. This latter symp- 
tom is a point of attack by treat- 
ment which has proved itself 
through the years. If, on the 


Prine a this is what should be 
one: 

A preliminary dose of epsom salts. 
A hot mustard foot-bath before an 
open fire or a radiator. A teaspoon 
of domestic mustard tied in a mus- 
lin bag, should be allowed to soak 
in a quart of cool water. Do 
put the mustard in hot 
cause that, if first applied, 
extract essential oils 
mustard. When the patient is 
a gallon of water at 110 or 120 
grees Fahrenheit may be added.

HEN somebody. named Jolan 
Foldes won $19,000 prize money 
and a lot of kudos with a novel 
called “The Street of the Fishing 

Cat,” nobody over here knew 
whether Jolan was a man or a 
woman.
